ORDER 

S.O. 600(E).—Whereas the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary and expedient 
so to do in the public interest . 

Now, therefore, m exerciseof the powers conferred 
by sub-rule (5) of Rule 5 of .die Monopolies and 
Restrictive Trade Practices Ruls, 1970, and in 
supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the late Ministry of Law, Justice and Com¬ 
pany Affairs (Department of Company Affairs) No. 
S.O. 568(E) dated the 17th July, 1981, the Central 
Government hereby specifies Form ‘IL’ which has 
been prescribed as the appilcalion form for licence 
or permission under the Industries (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1951, (65 of 1951), as the 

form in which a notice under sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 21 of the Monopolies and Restric¬ 
tive Trade Practices Acf, 1969 (54 oi 1969), shall 
be given in respect of all undertakings engaged in 
industries specified in the Schedule to this Order in 
so far as there is automatic growth of capacity in 
them.
